After an hour’s deliberation 
Tuesday. afternoon, the jury of 
four women and eight men trying 
Rexford X. McGee, 824 Jackson 
Street, on the charge of reckless 
driving with resultant bodily in- 
jury, found it impossible to agree 
and were dismissed by Judge Louis 
Hardie. 

Two ballots were taken, it was 
said, with the jurors voting 8-4 for 
acquittal, 

McGee was charged by the 
State Highway Patrol as the re- 
sult of an accident on the eve- 
nirg of July 4 on the East Shore 
Highway, when he drove his car 
into the rear of one being driven 
by Ernest Prosser, 2316 Sacra- 
mento Street, Berkeley. Prosser 
and his companion, Mrs, Alberta 
Patterson, also of Berkeley, suf- 
fered minor injuries. 

According to Prosser’s testimony 
he was driving between 15 and 20 
miles an hour at the time of the

New Use for 
Rays of Sun 
Is Disclosed 


In the sombre atmosphere of a phy- 
sics laboratory, Nature has taken to 
designing patterns and color combina- 
tions for milady’s gowns—and always in 
good taste. 

Nearly a thousand Rosicrucians ~whu 
attended the recent eighth annual 
AMORC convention in San Jose wit- 
nessed this phenomenon, told Mrs, H.
